Wrong Decisions

its rulings. Losses on securi¬ 
ties held more than six months 
(long-term losses) must be ap¬ 
plied against long-term gains 
before they can have any ef¬ 
fect on regular income or short¬ 
term gains. 

• “Take a pencil and figure the 
probable benefits before sell¬ 
ing,” says Charles Fleet, vice 
president of Dominick & Dom¬ 
inick, Inc., an investment bank¬ 
ing firm. 

“If a saving of only a few 
hundred dollars may result, con¬ 
sider your position if the stock 
•were to rise again,” the execu¬ 
tive suggests. “The long-range 
trend of the market has been 
lip, and over the last 15 years 
roughly eight out of every ten 
issues listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange have increased 
in .yalue.” 

“Commissions and transfer 
taxes must be figured in a tax- 
loss sale,” Mr. Fleet says, and 
points out that the simplest de¬ 
vice for producing tax benefits 
is probably the 31-day wash 
sale. 

“In this case, the investor 
sells the securities and estab¬ 
lishes his loss. Then, after wait¬ 
ing 31 days, he buys the stock 
hack.” 

“The I. R. S. is explicit about 
the 31 days. If the stock drops 
sharply on the 29th day, you 
still may not buy it back if you 
•wish to preserve your tax loss. 
You can only hope that the is¬ 
sue will still be in a favorable 
range on the first trading day 
after 31 days have elapsed. On 
the other hand, if the price has 
risen after your sale, you may 
have _ defeated your objective 
and it’s perhaps well to look 
elsewhere for an opportunity to 
re-employ your funds.” 

Mr. Fleet also notes that firm 
1969 tax rates cannot be known 
as long as the future of the 
surtax is uncertain. 


A New York restaurant has celebrated its 100 years of opera¬ 
tion by serving meals for one day at their 1868 prices. Here is the 
100-year-old price list: corned beef and cabbage, 4 cents; veal cutlet, 
5 cents; beef steak, 4 cents; roast chicken, 10 cents; pie, 2 cents; 
coffee, 1 cent. During its one-day centennial observance, the restau¬ 
rant lost $5,000 for one very obvious reason. The meal that cost 
12 cents a hundred years ago is now $9.50. Another indication of 
the decline in the value of the dollar is. the current “living wage” 
which is estimated at about $125 per iveek for an average American 
family. In 1904, a Committee of the Chicago Bureau of Charities 
agreed that no family could live comfortably on less than one dollar 
a week per capita. 

While the foregoing statistics may appear irrelevant today, they 
do serve to illustrate a fact about the U. S. economic system that 
few seem to appreciate. That fact is that in spite of inflation, 
living standards have risen uninterruptedly year after year as a 
result of increasing productivity. The rise of mass production and 
mass distribution in a free competitive market have been the major 
contributing factors in preserving the purchasing power of the 
dollar. Many years ago, the nation’s more progressive retailers, 
notably the chain stores, introduced the merchandising philosophy 
of moving the greatest possible volume of goods at minimum prices. 
This philosophy is basic to the merchandising system today. It has 
been a logical development of the free market. Our competitive 
mass distribution system is the surest guarantee that consumers 
will continue to enjoy maximum benefits of high productivity. For¬ 
tunately, a hundred years ago freedom in the marketplace was an 
accepted fact of life. If we are wise, we will accept it as a fact of 
life today—and seek to protect it against the invasion of over¬ 
regulation.

Talk On Indians 

It was announced iby Princi¬ 
pal James Loomis of the Grang<- 
er School, Feeding Hills, that 
recently students of the school 
were visited by Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard J. Curry of Feeding- 
Hills. The Currys presented a 
brief talk on ilocal Indians and 
they displayed a variety of lo¬ 
cally excavated Indian relics. 

Among the collection of stone 
tools and weapons exhibited the 
Currys had a case of pottery 
fragments, animal and human 
bones, teeth, chips and charcoal 
fragments from a camp site lo¬ 
cated in Westfield during the 
fall of 1967.

Ernstein, a chem¬ 
ical engineer at Lockheed in Red¬ 
lands, and his wife, a psychiatric 
social worker, have posted a 
$5,000 reward for information 
that will solve the mystery of 
their daughter’s disappearance. 
They have vowed: “We will not 
rest until we know.” 

Neither parent has rested 
since that first long night when 
their young daughter failed to 
come home. They have tracked 
through orange groves, fields, 
foothills, and canyons in and 
around the Redlands area. They 
have followed every lead, no mat¬ 
ter how slight, in the search for 
Elizabeth. 

“I can face the daytime better 
than the night,” the distraught 
mother said: “At night I find 
myself saying: ‘Is she safe? Is 
she warm? its she fed? . . . and 
finally ... is she alive?” 

When Elizabeth, nicknamed 
“Liz” by her friends, left for 
school that March morning, she 
had only 25c with her. She was 
dressed in a blue dress with 
white Dowers, tennis shoes and
